NICKEL SUP?LY OF CANADA PASSING OF THE FORTS 


Dominion Produces Over Eighty Per 
Cent. of thc Whole World's 
Output 
In view o: the importance of nickel 
in the arincr plate industry, the fol- 
lowing froin “Conservation” dealing 
with the Canadian output is of particu- 

lar interest: 


“The importance of Canada’s nickel 
mining industry may be more fully 
realized when it considered that 
Canada produces over 80 per cent. of 
the world’s output of nickel. 

“In 1913 the Canadian Copper Com- 
pany’s smelter at Copper Cliff, in the 
Sudbury district, treated 665,000 tons 
of ore, containing over 44,000,000 
pounds of nickel, or about 90 per cent. 
the total output of Canada. The 
nickel was recovered as matte and 
shipped to the United States for re- 
fining. 

“Pure nickel is employed in small 
amounts for a number of purposs be- 
cause of its strength and durability 
and its white color, which resists tarn- 
ishing. 

“Though the importance of pure 
nickel is likely to grow, the chief use 
of the metal is in the production of 
alloys, particularly nickel steel, in 
which the greater part of the nickel 
now refined is employed. 

“Steel containing 2% to 3% per 
cent, of nickel has certain of its pro- 
perties greatly improved, so that for 
many purposes it is replacing ordin- 
ary structural steel, Its value for ar- 
mor plate has long been known, and 
the rivalry of the great maritime na- 
tions in the building of dreadnoughts 
is one of the caures for the recent 
increased demand for nickel. 

“In 1918 Canada exported 43,341,- 
307 pounds of nickel, contained in ore 
or matte, to the United States and 
4,826,783 pounds to th» United King- 
dom.”

The new 12.5-inch gun of the Brit- 
ish navy under service conditions 
has been fired at the rate of two 
shots a minute. 

Mc srs. Armstrong, the famous 
British gunmakers, have supplied 
some very interesting data of results 
actually obtained under active con- 
ditions with patterns of their stand- 
ard naval guns, and these, while they 
show what is possible, must be re- 
garded as extreme rates. 

With a pair of 12 inch guns mount- 
ed in a single turret, eight rounds 
were got off in two minutes ten sec- 
.onds; end from four guns ~ of~ the 
same pattern in two turrets, sixteen 
rounds were got off in two minutes 
forty-five seconds.

WHERE THE GUILT LIEs . 


Leading United States Lawyer Exam- 
ines the Evidence and Renders 
Judgment 

James M, Beck, a leading lawyer of 
New York, former assistant attorney- 
general of the United States, has, at 
the request of the Public Ledger of 
the United States, submitted all the 
official records made public by the 
warring powers, to a searching analy- 
sis with a view to rendering a judicial 
finding on the case } etween the Triple 
Hntente and the Double Alliance as 
thus presented. After an elaborate 
discussion of the circumstances im- 
mediately antecedent to the war, Mr, 
Beck sums up his findings in these 
terms: 

“These are the ‘acts as shown by 
the record, and upon them, in my 
judgment, an {n.partial court would 
not hesitate t© pass the following 
judgment: 

“1, That S@rmany and Austria in a 
time of profound peace secretly con- 
certed together to impose their wili 
upon Kurope and upon Servia in a 
matter affecting the balance of power 
{n Evrope. Whether in so doing they 
intended’ to precipitate a European 
war @ determine the mastery of 
Wurope {ts not satisfactorily. establish- 
ed, although their whole course of 
conduct suggests Xhis as a possibil- 
ity. They made war almost inevit- 
able by (a) issung an ultimatum 
that was grossly unreasonable and 
disproportionate to any grievance that 
Austria hid; and (b) in giving to 
Servia, and Europe, insufficient time 
to consider the rights and obligations 
of all interested nations, 

“2.. That Germuny had at ah times 
the yower to compel Austria to pre- 
serve a reasonaSle and conciliatory 
couise, but at no time effectively ex- 
erted that influence, On the contrary, 
she certainly abeited, and possibly in. 
stigated, Austria in its unreasonable 
course, 

“8. That Englend, France, Italy 
and Russia at all tmes sincerely work- 
ed for peace, and for this purpose not 
only overlooked the original miscon- 
duct of Austria, but made every rea- 
sonable concession in the hope of 
preserving peace, 

“4, That Austria, having mobilized 
its army, Ru sia was reasonably jus- 
tified in mobilizing its forces. Such 
act of mobilizaton was the right of 
any sovereign state, and as long as 
the Russian armies did not cross the 
border or take any aggressive action, 
no other nation had any just right 
to complain, each having -the same 
right to make similar preparations, 

“5, That Germany, in abruptly de- 
claring war against Russia for failure 
to demobilize when the other powers 
had offered to make any reasonable 
concession and peace .parleys were 
still in progre.s, precipitated the 
war, 

“The writer of this article has 
reached these conclusions with re- 
luctance, as he has a feeling of deep 
affection for the German people and 
equal admiration for their ideals and 
matchless progress, Even more, .he 
admires the magnificent courage with 
which the German nation, beset on 
every hand by powerful antagonists, 
is now defending its prestige as a na- 
tion, The whole-hearted devotion of 
this great nation to its flag is worthy 
of the best traditions of the Teutonic 
race. Nevertheless, this cannot alter 
ihe ethical truth, which stands apart 
from any considerations of national- 
ity; nor can it affect the conclusion 
that the German nation has been 
plunged inio this abyss by its schem- 
ing statesmen and its self centred 
and highly neurotic kaiser who in the 
twentieth century sincerely believes 
that he is the proxy of Almighty 
God on earth, and, therefore, infall- 
ible. 

“In visiting its condemnation, the 
Supreme Court of Civilization should, 
therefore, distinguish between the 
military caste, headed by the kaiser 
and the crown prince, which precipi- 
tated this great calamity, and the 
German people. 

The ver, secrecy of the plot 
against the peace of the world and the 
failure to disclose to the German peo- 
ple the diplomatic communications 
hereinbefore quoted, strongly suggest 
that this detestable war is not merely 
a crime against civilization, but also 
against the dece ved and misled Ger- 
man people. They have a vision and 
are essentially progressive and peace. 
loving in their national characteristics 
while the ideals of their military caste 
ure those of the dark ages. 

“One day the German people will 
know the full truth, and then there 
will be a creadful seckoning for those 
who have plunged = noble and peace-

Cyprus, which h2s been annexed by 
Great Britain, {s the third largest is- 
land in the Levant. It has a length 
of 140 miles and an average breadth 
of 45, the total area being 2,684 square 
m.les, Cyprus has boen a protector- 
ate of Great Britain since 1878, much 
as Egypt has been controlied by the 
British, although both in reality be- 
longed to Turkey. This is not the 
first time jhat Cyprus comes definite- 
ly and distinctly under British con- 
trol, Richard I, having conquered it 
on his way east when on the Third 
Crusade, From 1570 and three cen- 
turies thereafter, or up till 1878, Cy- 
prus was under Turkish rule, and was 
forced to endure all the usual’ forms 
of Turkish misrule and cruelty. Since 
1878, it has been admi:istere. 
through the British colonial office by 
means of an arrangement mado with 
Turkey in that year. The government 
is carried out by a*high commisston- 
er, assisted by executive and legisla- 
tive councils, 

The island of Cyprus had a popula- 
tion in 1901 of 237,022, consisting 
largely of Greeks and Turks. Abou: 
twenty-two per cent. of the island ad- 
here to the Mohammedan religion, 
The island produces the usual Medi- 
terranean iruits, wines, tobucco, silk, 
sponges, some grain and : consider- 
able amount of mineral wealth. The 
capital is Nicosia, which is located in 
the interior, the two chief ports be- 
ing Limasol and Larnaca. Now that 
Cyprus is a definite part of the British 
empire, it is only to be expected that 
a@ more vigoruus policy in connection 
with the development of the island’; 
resources and the cultivation of its 
commerce will be proceeded with. The 
island is an important possession, as 
it commands the Levant.—Montreal 
Journal of Comr-erce.

The poles 
are the storehouses of the water sup- 
ply on ars, There are no equatorial 
oceans, and, therefore, no source of 
supply by evaporation under a tropi- 
cal sun. To the polar snows Mars 
must look for its water and this is 
precisely what Dr. Percival Lowell 
has all along maintained. 


AMAZING INDIA 


Emperor William's Calculations Went 
Wrong 

The secretary of state for India 
was sore perplexed during the first 
half of the present year. Hindus in 
South Africa were in revolt against 
the manner in which they were treat- 
ed by other British subjects. Canada 
had refused to admit a shipload of 
emigrants from India and the Hindus 
had declared their intention to return 
to their native land and preach a crus. 
ade against British rule. The empire 
of the east was filled with unrest 
and revolution seemed imminent, says 
the Boston Advertiser. 

The kaiser is believed to have acl- 
culated on the seriousness of the In- 
dian situation to keep Great Britain 
out of the Huropean conflict. His ad- 
visers said that if the English forces 
were removed from the East Moslem 
and Hindus would rise against the 
foreign rule and overthrow it. Eng- 
did not understand India. ‘he coun- 
try was held by force of arms, The 
kaiser need only send a few regiments 
up from German East Africa and he 
would be looked upon as a deliverer, 

The British army was removed from 
India ‘and nothing happened. The 
government brought native Indian 
troops to fight for Great Britain on 
the continent and nothing happened. 
The cabinet told India that England 
was in nesd of money and soldiers, 
That ~vas the signal that, according 
to the kaiser’s calculations, should 
have started the uprising. What hap- 
pened? India immediately started to 
raise an army of seventy thousand to 
70 to England's aid. India immediate- 
ly gave $5,000,000 to England's war 
chest and promised more. The princes 
of India offered to contribute their 
crown jewels and asked ~ermission 
to serve in the king’s army. 

Not only Germany, but the whole 
world has been wrong about England's 
position in India. The English viceroy 
is more secure in the government of 
India than any native ruler that held 
sway before the conquest. England 
will rule India so long as the princes 
of that country can command their 
subjects’ respect. When the people 
develop a spirit of independence and 
rebel against their native rulers, then, 
and not until then, the king of Eng-

FIRES AND FOREST FERTILITY 


Destruction of the Timber Only Part 
of the Immense Damage 
Done 
Expevts stute that forest soils have 
lost and are losing much fertility ow- 
ing to forest fires which, doing appar- 
ently little immediate damage, rob the 
soil of accumulations of humus. In 
many sections land |s bcing cleared 
for farming and, where such forest 
land has rot beon burned, there is a 
large percentage of vegetadle matter 
which provides considerable fertility 
and a good texture. Moreover, as this 
soil has a greater capacity to absorb 
and retain moisture, it is less likely to 
be washed and gullied under heavy 
rains. For these reasons, in addition 
to the damage to standing timber, 
authorities agree that wood lands 
should be very carefully safeguarded 

against fire.

Guards. 

It was all over in ten minutes, 
They absolutely stood dumbfounded. 
I shouldn't like to stand in front of 
that charge myself. Our men were 
drenched to the skin, but we didn’t 
care, it only made us twice as wild. 
Such dare-devil pluck I was glad to 
see. 

“Back from those guns,’ roared 
some officer to the Germans, “or I'll 
have every one of you slaughtered.” 
They didn’t want telling twice. 

We proceeded to line up the pris- 
oners and collect the spoils, which 
amounted to about 160 prisoners, 6 
Maxim guns, and 38,000 rounds of 
ammunition, which we had the plea: 
sure of using on them later, not 
counting the dead and wounded. 

That finished our day. We had 
no dinner till the following morn- 
ing.”—An Irish Guardsman.

Wire Fencing and Trees 

Occasionally, in running wire 
fences, it is necessary to attach the 
wires to trees, In doing so, it is bad 
practice to use staples to attach the 
wire directly to the tree, thus ensur- 
ing that the wire will become over 
grown and imbedded in the wood. 
Not only is the tree thereby ruined or 
injured but, further, it is impossible 
to remove the fencing without cutting 
either the wire or the tree, 

A better way, protecting both the 
tree and the fence, ic first to neil to 
the tree a strip of wood about four 
Inches wide and one inch thick, of a 
length to suit the height of the fenca. 
The wire fence can then be stapled 
to this strip This will socure the 
fence and will not interfere vith the 
tree growth,

has been a considerable decline in the 
number of sheep raised during the 
same period. Various reasons are 
given for this falling off. Mutton and 
wool prices fell, and sheep keeping, 
conducted carelessly, brought little 
profit. The thorough-going sheepman, 
however, did not tind it necessary to 
abandon the business, and he has con- 
coquently reaped the reward of good 
prices and cleaner and richer land. 
Much effort has been put forth to 
further the swine and cattle industries 
but sheep culture has been allowed 
to drift along with the current of in- 
difference. In 1911, however, work 
was undertaken by the Ontario de- 
partment of agriculture, having as its 
object to stimulate this neglected in- 
dustry and to demonstrate that sheep 
raising pays. Nine flocks, of from 
ten to twelve grade ewes per flock, tn 
various parts of Ontario, were used 
in the demonstraiion. These were 
owned by the farmer in each case and 
the work was conducted in a manner 
quite within the reach of all other 
farmers who owa, or could own, 
sheep. Interest cn the capital iavest- 
ed in the flock and the’ cost of feed 
were in each case deducted from the 
receipts. In evory instance substantial 
net profits were made,. the ayerage 
being within a few cents of $39.00 per 
flock per year, cr $3.50 per head. 
Lezding sheep papers of the United 
States are forecasting good times for 
sheep men, and they do not seem far 
wrong; when it is considered that dur- 
ing the war there will doubtless be 
thousands of sheep destroyed in Eur- 
ope, it would seem to be an opportune 
time for those contemplating entering 
upon the breeding of sheep to gct a 
fow breeding ewes and start a flock. 
It does not cost much to start in 
the business, and the monetary re- 
turns are rapid; the wool and the 
lamb crop are saleable annually. 
Sheep eat almost all classes of weeds 
and, as their manui is rich and even- 
ly distributed, they are great soil im- 


provers. Expensive buildings and 
constant care are unnecessary,

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Care Required In Storing Potatoes 

Potatoes should be thoroughly dry 
and should be stored in a cool, well 
ventilated cellar or storeroom which 
is perfectly dark, Do not pile the 
potatoes in heaps on the flocr or 
against the wall; slats shou!! be natl- 
ed about one inc. apart and four 
inches from the wall; a temporary 
floor should be laid about four inches 
above the permanent floor, with open- 
ings between the boards. This will al- 
low the air to civculate through the 
pile. Large piles should have ventilat- 
ors running through them. These 
should be made of wood, with slats on 
two sides for openings. 

The temperature of tho cellar or 
storehouse should be kept as nearly 
us possible at from 33 to 36 degrees, 
Tie cooler potatves are kept without 
treezing, the better, If too warm, their 
value for seed {ig lessened, as they 
sprout too early.—J. F., in Conserva- “4 
tion.
